Bruno Wants To 
Farm County Land 


Local resident Frank Bruno of 952 South Westfield 
Street in Feeding Hills has asked the Hampden County 
Commission to lease 200 acres of land for farming in- 
stead of using it as a regional dog pound as planned by 
county commissioners, 

Wants To Raise Vegetables and Cattle 

Bruno, whose land abuts the county property, asked 
the commission last week to lease him the land for 20 
years so he can raise vegetables and beef cattle on it. 

Bruno offered to pay the county $2 an acre per year 
to lease the site. 

Bruno's offer, according to Precinct 2 Councilor 
Daniel J. Lacienski, a staunch opponent of the county 
putting the regional animal control facility in Feeding 
Hills, “is a good one for that land.” 

“The area is primarily an agricultural area,’’ Lacien- 
ski said. | think the county should scrap their plan to 
develop the land for a dog pound. The town would like 
to see the land stay as an agricultural area.” 

Lacienski said other town councilors ard the local 
Conservation Commission are adamant about the land 
remaining for agricultural purposes Only, 

Last Thursday night Conservation Commissioners 
drafted a letter and sent it to County Commissioners 
urging them to adopt Bruno s offer. . 

Conservation Commission Chairman Henry Kozloski 
told the Advertiser News that the local commission 
feels farming remains the best possible use for the 
parcel, rather than a dog pound, 

“Our board is always concerned about maintaining 
farmland and we do support Mr. Bruno’s proposal for 
the land. Our letter urges the county commission to 
keep the land for farming purposes only,’ Kozloski

Hampen County Commission Chairman Thomas J. 
O'Connor told Bruno at their meeting that the commis- 
sion would consider the offer but also said the county 
is committed to building the dog pound on the land. 

The dog pound issue has been a hot one between the 
commission and officials in Agawam. The commission 
has received road blocks from the local board of health 
who refused to certify county sponsored tests to pave 
the way for a septic system. 

The county conducted soil tests in October instead 
of May when the water level is highest and therefore, 
the Board of Health refused to accept the county’s 
tests. 

Because of this and because the Board of Appeals 
had not approved the dog pound, Building Inspector 
Joseph Conte refused to issue the commission a 
building permit. 

Lacienski also cited two separate Town Council 
votes which told the commission that the town’s gover- 
ning body ‘’does not want a dog pound here.” 

“Lacienski said, ‘The fact remains that the council 
voted twice against the pound. We voted not to par- 
ticipate and we then passed a resolution saying that 
we don’t want the regional pound in the town.” 

Lacienski was also angry about an offer O'Connor 
issued to the town to participate in the regional pro- 
gram, accepted only by Springfield, Chicopee, and 
Holyoke. 

Town Can Participate For Less . 

After receiving Bruno’s proposal for farming, O’Con- 
nor said the town could participate in the program for 
less than the $1-per capita fee charged to other com- 
munities that participate. 

O'Connor said the lower rate was based on the fact 
the pound would be located in Agawam and the town 
would expend funds on services for the pound such as 
police and fire protection. 

While saying-he had not seen the proposal, Lacien- 
ski said, ‘‘As a. member of the Town Council, | would 
question why they want to all of a sudden, give us the 
reduced rate. It kind of sounds like they are trying to 
buy us off.”” 

Bruno's proposal is the third alternative for the land, 
other than the dog pound. The Agawam Athletic 
Association had earlier asked commissioners about us- 
ing the land for recreational purposes. AAA officials, 
however, said they felt Mr. Bruno’s proposal to farm 
the land is the best and would support it.

School Comm. Sleys 
Yearly Teacher Cuts; 
45 To Get Notices

The Agawam School Department, after receiving 
School Committee approval Tuesday night, will send 
lay-off notices to 45 teachers this week, including 36 
non-tenured and 9 tenured teachers. This comes in the 
possible event of severe budget cuts which may create 
a lack of funding for the positions. 

Be At Elementary Levels 

Superintendent of Schools James V. Bruno said he 
hopes none of the teachers will have to be layed-off, 

but should any lay-offs occur it would likely be at the 
elementary school level where enroliment has declin- 
ed. 

School Business Manager James Coon noted this 
would be the last year of declining enroliment at the 
elementary school level and that the elementary ranks 
are again expected to grow. 

Agawam adopted the policy of sending notices to 
teachers facing only remote possibilities of lay-offs 
following the passage of Proposition 2 1/2. 

Under the teachers’ union contract, such notices 
must be.sent to any personnel to be layed-off before 
April 15th. 

Last year was the only year any teachers were layed- 
off under Proposition 2 1/2 as seven positions were cut. 
Put On Recall List 

Teachers affected by the lay-offs are placed on a 
recall list which remains for 5 years and are the first to 
be offered new positions as they develop. 

Bruno noted, ‘‘We are obligated to send these 
notices now but it’s very early to tell where we'll stand 
by the time next fall rolls around. We still don’t know 

what our budget will be or the retirements or the mov- 
ings of our present staff.’

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Council On Aging 
Delays Opening Of 
New Bingo Games 


The Agawam Council on Aging Monday delayed 
giving the okay for the use of the Agawam Senior 
Center for penny-ante bingo until in obtains a copy of 
new state regulations. 

A new state law allowing senior citizens to pay to 
play recreational bingo takes effect this weekend, with 
games at Pheasant Hill Village in Feeding Hills all set 
to get underway. Games at the Senior Center have yet 
to be organized. 

Senior Center Director Richard Mundo and COA 
member James Griffin told the council that until the 
Senior Center receives a copy of the new state 
guidlines on senior bingo, no group will. be allowed to 
play at the Senior Center. 

One large group of elderly, the Agawam Senior 
Citizen Civic and Social Club, already have applied to 
assume responsibility for the games. 

Banned Bingo 
‘The club, headed by resident Raymond Petty, 
operated the pay-for-play games at the center until the 
town administration banned the bingo at the Senior 
Center and at Pheasant Hill. 

The administration cited that under the “letter of the 
law,’ bingo'could not be played without a state beano 
license. However, the state law did not empower the 
state Lottery Commission to issue licenses to senior 
citizens. 

The issue brought about a bitter controversy when 
the Council on Aging said that under Petty’s direction, 
several irregularities occured, 

Petty disputed the charges and immediately went to 
the Town Council for support. He received support 
from the majority of the council but Town Manager Ed- 
ward A. Caba still refused to go along with Petty’s re- 
quest to allow for the games to continue, as they were 
in all other area cities and towns. 

Caba said that he was abiding by the law and coun- 
cilors who sided with the administration agreed, saying 
that until the law changed, no unlicensed bingo could 
be allowed in town. 

Members of the COA said at Monday's meeting that 
Petty’s application remains under consideration. 

State Representative Michael P. Walsh and State 
Senator Linda Melconian brought the issue to the 
Legislature and filed a bill that would allow senior 
citizens to legally play bingo. - 

Under the new state law, the Council on Aging can- 


not operate the bingo games. But the local COA has |. 


jurisdiction over the Senior Center where bingo games 
are to be played. 
Golden Agers Vote No 

Last week the Agawam Golden Agers Club voted not 
to become involved with the operation of the bingo 
games at the Senior Center. That left Petty’s group with 
the only long-standing application to run the games 
but COA members Monday said that a five-member 
group from Meadowbrook Manor elderly housing pro- 
ject has volunteered to run the games after the Golden 
Agers voted against involving their organization late 
last week. 

New COA member Attorney Rene Thomas, 
however, told the COA that the group must be an 
organized group with bylaws to be considered to run 
the games at the Senior Center. 

Petty’s group, after the games were shutdown at the 
Senior Center, immediately adopted an official name 
and a charter.

Councilor Danie! Lacienski questioned Caba about 
the issue at the council’s March 5th meeting. He asked 
Caba why the council had not been informed of the 
transaction even though the issue was a matter of the 
council agenda up for council approval.

He is also the program director of the Espowsal 
Center in Waltham. There, he directs retreats of all 
types such as engagement encounters, marriage: en- 
counters, retreats for youth, lawyers, ministers off the 
Word, lectors, and conducts meetings for the divorced 

. and separated. 

He also added that three to four hundred teenagers 
visit the Espousal Center each week to participate in 
various programs. He works with six other priests im the 
Center's retreat work. Father Maguire said thait he 
spends a lot of time at the Children’s Hospital in 
Boston with seriously. ill children. These children have 
diseases such as leukemia, cystic fibrosis, and kiciney 
disease. 

He said that he took six children to Lourdes iin 
France and they were eventually cured of their il- 
Inesses. 

Originally from Lowell, Mass., Father Maguire at- 
tended Pope John XXiIll National Seminary in 
Westman, Mass, to study for the priesthood. He was 
ordained in February 1973 in the Diocese of MAan- 
chester, New Hampshire. In 1980 he entered the Con- 
gregation of the Sacred Heart Stigmata of our Lord 
Jesus Christ (Stigmatine Fathers).

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Foreign Languages 
Observed At AHS

Foreign language students at Agawam High School 
recently took part in several language-oriented ac- 
tivities during National Foreign Language Week, 
March 5th-9th. 

Language department chairman Melanie R. Poudrier 
points out that the 4th annual observance is sponsored 
by the American Council for Teaching Foreign 
Languages. 

She explains that Foreign Language Week is design- 
ed to call attention to the value and rewards of know- 
ing another language. 

Ms. Poudrier says that many colleges, which during 
the past years have dropped language requirements, 
are now reviving them. 

Moreover, she reports that businesses have come to 
realize that foreign language incompetence has con- 
tributed to our nation’s decline iin the international 
trade market. 

Other Advantages Derived 

The department chairman says that other advan- 
tages derived from learning a foreign language include 
gaining an understanding of our own language’s gram- 
mar and a greater enjoyment of travel, especially when 
one can communicate in the native tongue. 

She notes that the number of students enrolled in 
foreign language courses has grown significantly this 
past year, 

However, the emphasis towards French, which was 
prevalent 10 years ago, has now shifted towards 
Spanish, with twice as many students taking the latter 
language. 

Ms. Poudrier said that as part of the language week 
activities, bulletin boards featuring foreign items were 
displayed throughout the school, and school lunch 
menus, which were translated into Spanish, French, 
and Italian, were posted in the cateteria. 

She points out that students also prepared and 
shared cookies and cakes which are traditional to the 
countries whose language they are studying. 

The third-year department chairman says that as a 
special highlight of the week's festivities, students in 
Mrs. Anne Marie Gould’s combined Latin | and 1! 
classes performed the skit “Rinse The Blood Off My 
Toga” for fellow language classmates. 

Songs in other languages were also shared during 
the program which was video-taped for later viewing, 

Ms. Poudrier also reports that the entire student 
body participated in International Hat Day during 
which everyone donned a hat typical of a foreign coun- 


try. 

She said that as a follow-up to the week's activities, 
students will be contributing art work, cartoons, and 
brief articles for publication in Foreign Language Week 
In Review, a pamphlet which will be distributed to all 
language classes. 

Three hundred and eighty-four students are present- 
ly enrolled in Spanish, French, Latin, and Italian 
classes, added Ms. Poudrier, an eight-year AHS 
teacher. 

She says that she is hopeful interest will continue to 
flourish in foreign languages, with German possibly be- 
ing added to the curriculum in the future. 

Ms. Poudrier, who teaches French and Spanish, 
declares that she thoroughly enjoys both her role as 
department chairman and her students who “constant- 
ly keep her on her toes.”

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Geography, American Govt. Returns To High School 


To comply with the Mass. Department of 
Education’s revised social studies curriculum re- 
quirements, the Agawam Schoo! Committee recently 
approved the adoption of two new social studies 
courses for tenth grade students at the senior high 
school. 

Two half-year courses, geography and American 
government, will be implemented during the 1984-85 
school year. 

Curriculum Well Within State Guidelines 

According to Agawam High School principal John 
Morrissey, Agawam’s social studies curriculum is 
presently well within established guidelines. 

He points out that students are currently offered two 
social studies courses, one of which is taken in minth 
grade and the second can be taken anytime during the 
remaining three years of high school. 

“Agawam already complies 90 percent with exiisting 
state social studies curriculum requirements. The addi- 
tion of these two courses, however, will ensure that our

curriculum stays abreast of any future state 
mandates,”” he remarks. 

Morrissey notes that years ago geography held an 
important place in every school’s curriculum, especial- 
ly at the elementary level. 

Students were mainly taught physical geography 
which emphasized memorization of places and pro- 
ducts. 

After years of decline as a separate subject, 
geography is staging a comeback in schools 
throughout the country. 

Morrissey said educators have begun to realize that 
students know little or nothing about many parts of the 
globe mentioned in newspapers, magazines, and on 
television. 

Morrissey said course emphasis has _ shifted, 
however, from physical geography, the study of the 
earth through the use of maps and other physical aids, 
to cultural geography, the study of man’s relationship 
to his environment. 


He said the proposed 
new course will include 
the physical as the foun- 
dation for the cultural

ment chairman Leon W. 
Brunelle reports that the 
proposed course offers 
students the opportunity 
to study geography’s in- 
fluence on the develop- 
ment of diverse cultures 
as well as their political, 
social, and economic 
structures. 

Brunelle points out that 
the course will attempt to 
identify, explain, and 
make use of regional 
geography, the study of 
areas of similar physical 
features. 


Historical geography, the study of how man-made 
changes in an area’s physical features affects its 
development, also will be part of the subject matter. 

Brunelle stated that besides learning how to use 
geographic materials, students hopefully will gain a 
better understanding of man’s natural environment 
and appreciation for the interdependence which exists 
between people and nations. 

Moreover, he says that a main objective of the 
course is to develop understanding and sympathy 
towards other social groups. 

American Government Course Added 

Morrissey added that the American government 
course will explore how the individual citizen’s deci- 
sion making affects the nation’s governmental pro- 
cess. 

He relates that until now, students in the Agawam 
school system have not had the opportunity to study 
either the structure or organization of the American 
political system. Unfortunately, students were only of- 
fered a brief, restricted study of the U.S. Constitution 
as part of the U.S. history course. 

Morrissey said a major goal of the American govern- 
ment course is to prepare students for full citizenship 
responsibilities by providing them with an understan- 
ding of the modern processes of governing. 

He cites that these students will soon be voting and 
need to understand the structure and workings of the 
American political system. 

Brunelle expects that some of the proposed course 
topics will include an analysis of the concepts underly- 
ing democracy, an understanding of federal govern- 
ment, an understanding of the separation of powers, 
and the rise of state and federal agencies. 

The department chairman notes that due to the up- 
coming presidential election next fall, course emphasis 
will also be placed on understanding the election pro- 
cess, political parties, and their role in American 
government. 

Brunelle feels that students will eventually be able to 
understand more clearly the actual workings of our na- 
tion’s government as well as the mechanism of the 
decision making process.

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Town Day Camp To 
Open July 2nd 


Director of Parks and Recreation Jack Kunasek has 
announced that the town‘s summer day camp will open 
on Monday, July 2nd and operate for seven weeks, 
closing-on Friday, August 17th at noon. 

Camp will operate Monday through Friday from 9 
a.m. until 3:30 p.m. each day but will not open on 
Wednesday, July 4th. All campers will bring their lunch 
although there will be a Good Humor truck at the site 
during lunch break. 

The day camp replaced the playground system last 
year and was a complete success, Kunasek said. The 
day, long program and will again be based at Shea's 
Field and the nearby state swimming pool. This 
camp will offer a full slate of daily activities including 
tennis instruction, arts and crafts, active and passive 
games, and instructional sports mini-camps.

Deduct From His Taxes 

The parcel of land in question was recorded in the 
Hampden County Registry of Deeds on December 21, 
1983 to allow Benny Gregaitis of Enfield, Conn. to 
deduct $35,000 from his 1983 taxes because of his 
donation of swamp land (so swampy it would not be of 
any use to the town for other than an animal santuary), 
and to avoid paying $2,836 in back taxes owed to the 
Town of Agawam. 

It is because of these circumstances that | strongly 
question the motivation that allows Mr. Caba to break 
the Mass. General Laws. In February of 1983 this 
same manager was extremely adamant about not 
allowing Agawam senior citizens to play bingo 
because it was a direct violation of these same Mass. 
General Laws. 

It is totally beyond my comprehension that a group 
of Agawam’s elderly citizens, many of whom had given 
us the community in which we live, could not be allow- 
ed to participate in a game of bingo. Yet, this same, 
manager can break the law so that an out-of-state resi- 
dent can achieve a tax write-off in excess of $35,000. 

As we all know by now, Mr. Caba is the only one who 
can direct anyone to take action on behalf of the Town 
of Agawam. If, in fact, this transaction was as 
harmless and insignificant as Mr. Caba would have us 
believe, then why did he not come to the Town Council 
with this information. He even admits that he was fully 
aware that this action had taken place. 

Should Have Come To Council 

It is my belief that he should have come to the Town 
Council, openly and honestly, and we could have 
handled this whole transaction in an open and clean 
fashion for the benefit of both the Town of Agawam 
and the individual from Connecticut.

Fighting Against Child Abuse 


An act to establish a Children’s Trust Fund in 
Massachusetts is quietly making its way through the 
State Legislature. 

As the primary sponsor of this bill, | moved, and 
received unanimous support from my colleagues on 
the Elderly and Human Services Committee, for its 
favorable report from the committee. The bill now goes 
to the House floor for further action. ; 

Conceived in Western Massachusetts by Baystate 
Medical Center and local child support groups, the bill 
would create a special children’s trust func to provide 
revenues for programs on prevention and intervention 
in child abuse and neglect. 

Abuse Happens Earlier and Earlier 

Statistic sadly indicate that child abuse is happening 
earlier and earlier - the abused child is commonly six 
months old in our urban areas and one to two years old 
in our suburbs. 

If support and information are provided to the family 
early, ideally beginning with pregnancy and continuing 
through the first few months of the child's life, the 
abused, six-month old baby would not be happening in 
such epidemic proportions as it is now. 

Key to prevention is to begin early; the bond of love 
and care between parents and child is fostered through 
support and educational services and anticipatory 
guidance. 

As polio is prevented through innoculation, the 
Children’s Trust Fund encourages the development of 
a vaccine bank of prevention programs for child abuse 
and neglect. For every $1.00 spent on prevention and 
early intervention with families, a minimum of $5.00 in 
later treatment is saved. 

It removes prevention from the competition of treat- 
ment programs by establishing a new funding source - 
a $6.00 surcharge on the fee for marriage licenses 
would be imposed to provided monies for the 
Children’s Trust Fund. 

Approximately 50,000 marriages take place annual- 
ly in Massachusetts. After operating costs are 
deducted about $200,000 would be available for 
allocation to child abuse and prevention of child 
neglect. A portion would be invested by the state 
treasurer in trust for disbursement to local programs. 

Prevention and child abuse care need separate fun- 
ding sources. The Children’s Trust Fund would serve as 
a guardian to children, many of whom are not yet born.

Walt Disney Studios has been making headway in 
the production of movies that appeal to audiences over 
the age of 10. Two months ago, the company gave us 
Never Cry Wolf, a breath-taking nature film which por- 
trays wild animals as cunning, indomitable creatures 
instead of cutesy cartoon characters. Now, a new pic- 
ture titled Splash proves that the people at Disney can 
also make comedies which have a more adult flavor. 

Young Man Finds True Love 

This film tells the story of hew a young man finds 
true love in an unusual catch. Allen Bauer (Tom 
Hanks) is a successful New York wholesaler, but his 
love life is bankrupt. He has broken up with his girl 
friend and his depression leads him to believe that he’s 
destined to be a bachelor for the rest of his life. 

But Allen’s romantic problems are soon over when 
an acquaintance of his, a beautiful young woman 
(Daryl Hannah), comes to his city. She saved him from 
drowning during a recent trip he took to Cape Cod, and 
he presumes she’s in New York to give him the wallet 
that he lost in the ocean. 

Allen was smitten by her good looks when he met 
her at the Cape and is understandably happy to see her 
again, but there are a few things about this woman 
that bother him: Why can’t she speak English? How did 
she get to New York? And, most important, why was 
she arrested at the Statue of Liberty for indecent ex- 
Posure? 

Little does he know, however, that when she is in 
water, this woman’s legs turn into a tail and, thus, she 
becomes a mermaid. Being a creature of the sea, she 
arrived in the Big Apple via New York Harbor; when 
she came on dry land, her figure assumed the form of 
an adult, female, and naked human being. 

Despite the mystery surrounding her, Allen falls in 
love with this woman and believes that she'll make the 
perfect wife for him. She, in turn, grows fond of him, 
but is afraid to tell him her true origin. To make mat- 
ters worse, a kooky marine biologist (Eugene Levy) 
suspects that Allen’s new friend is a mermaid and 
wants to expose her secret to the public.

On the surface, the plot of Splash is utterly ridiculous 
and looks like something you'd expect to see on a 


‘ Saturday morning cartoon. But director Ron Howard 


(Night Shift) is able to take a kiddish subject and turn it 
into an entertaining movie with clever humor and 
tender romance. The high jinks will amuse both 
youngsters and adults, yet there is enough genuine 


‘emotion to make this film more than a lightweight 
. comedy. 


The real success of Splash, however, lies with Han- 
nah’s performance as the mermaid. The young actress 
has proven that she can act in previous pictures such 
as Reckless and Blade Runner, but in this movie (her 
first good one), her talent shines through. 

Mermaids are mythical creatures with enchanting 
qualities, and Hannah gives her character such a 
bewitching personality that you almost think she’s an 
actual person. It’s funny to see her eat a lobster with its 
shell on and learn English by watching television game 
shows, but when she tells Allen Bauer that she loves 
him, | think most men in the audience will find 
themselves wishing that they were in Mr. Bauer’s 
shoes. 

Credible Performances Given 

Another outstanding performance is given by John 
Candy as Freddie, Allen’s older brother. The funniest 
man to come to the silver screen since the late John 
Belushi, this rotund comedian (National Lampoon’s 
Vacation, Stripes) makes an art out of being lewd and 
nearly steals the show when he’s in a scene. 

Since he’s playing the straight man in the picture, 
Hank's (TV‘s Bosom Buddies) portrayal of Allen Bauer 
isn’t as memorable as Hannah or Candy’s acting. Still, 
he gives a credible performance by making the most 
out of his role. 

Splash won't win any Academy Awards because it 
does have some problems: a few holes in the plot, er- 
ratic pacing, and Levy's performance as the marine 
biologist is annoying. Nonetheless, this comedy is one 
of the best films in recent months and its good points 
more than outweigh the bad.

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Stained Glass Demonstration 
At Historical Museum 


The captivating beauty of stained glass is an art and 
craft form very much alive in the Connecticut Valley. 
Elaine Hall will demonstrate the process and techni- 
ques used to achieve different effects with leaded 
stained glass on Sunday, March 25th, 1984, from noon 
to 5 p.m., at the Connecticut Valley Historical 
Museum. 

True stained glass are chemical compositions made 
primarily of metallic oxides, which when mixed with 
the molten white glass, fuse together. In painted glass, 
the color oxides are laid on the glass which are fired in 
a kiln and fuse with the surface of the glass. The two 
basic stained glass techniques are lead and copper 
foiling. 

Louis Comfort Tiffany preferred using the latter 
method in which thin strips of copper are wrapped 
around each piece of glass, the copper joints are tack- 
ed together with solder and then all the copper seams 
are floated with solder. Copper foiling fell into disuse 
until recently, when people such as Elaine Hall began 
mastering ‘the Tiffany technique.” 

Witness the fascinating art of working with stained 
glass as Elaine Hall demonstrates the Tiffany techni- 
que from noon to 5 p.m., at the historical museum. Ms. 
Hall is an art graduate of Colby College, Maine, and 
teaches stained glass at Minnechaug Regional High 
School and at the Hampden home information center. 
Many of her works, such as stained glass boxes, mir- 
rors and panels, are commissioned by area residents. 

Donations to the Made by Hand series are strongly 
recommended. 

The Connecticut Valley Historical Museum, located 
on the Quadrangle in downtown Springfield, is a 
member of the Springfield Library and Museums 
Association. 

The historical museum is supported in part by the 
Massachusetts Council on the Arts and Humanities, a 
stage agency, and by a gxeneral operating support 
grant from the Institute of Museum Services, a federal 
agency that administers to the nation’s museums.

_On March 7th at the Eastern States Coliseum the 
final tally read Cathedral 4 Agawam 2.

But his injury threw his timing off at times and he 
said it was difficult getting into the groove in the mid- 
dle of the season. 

“| think as a team we could've done a little better. 
There were a couple of games we had shots at winning. 
But we did make the playoffs and that was our team 
goal,”’ Liptak noted.

The Agawam Parks and Recreation program, now 
fully involved with its winter activities and preparing 
for the spring, has been under the direction of Jack 
Kunasek since 1969. 

Previously the department was headed by a six-man 
board of park commissioners and only a playground 
system was operational, along with a few programs for 
youth, 

New Look Dept. 

Today, the department has a whole new look and 
has changed even more because of Proposition 2 1/2. 

When Kunasek first assumed the full-time position 
15 years ago, the Park and Rec budget was $20,000. 
This included his salary. 

In 1984, the budget is $200,000. 

“We are a total department. We offer a wide variety 
of activities for the people of town. We are growing 
right along with the town’s needs,’” said Kunasek. 

Despite that growth, the department was nearly 
abolished by the town administration after Proposition 
2 1/2 was passed. By April 1981, however, the ad- 
ministration brought back the department with many 
of its programs. ; 

In order to properly operate the many programs of- 
fered by Park and Rec, Kunasek was forced to charge 
small fees for individuals to participate. 

For example, the current learn-to-swim Program is 
$10 and a 10-week volleyball program during the 
winter months is $15 per person. Kunasek says the fees 
have not discouraged people from Participating. 

“Our participation has been steadily on the increase. 
People seem willing to spend the money. We're not a 
profit-making business and the money goes right back 
into the program,’ he said. “‘Besides, now that people 
Pay it assures that attendance will be high.” 

Kunasek said the Park and Rec would not function 
as effectively without the help of three private, youth 
organizations, including the Agawam Athletic 
Association, Agawam Soccer Association, and the 


BayWest Hockey Association. These organizations 
supply just that, the organization along with equip- 
ment and uniforms. The town supplies the fields and 
the gymnasiums. 

Presntly, a large menu of winter programs are near- 
ing completion, including the AAA‘s winter basketball 
leagues for the kids. Youth baton and gymnastics are 
also near completion. The learn-to-swim program, for 
kids aged 4-15, also is winding down and each class is 
filled to capacity, Kunasek said, 

Proved A Success 


For the adults, exercise activities such as swimming, 
dance-aerobics, self-defense, volleyball, and an 
Over-30 Sunday morning men’s basketball league all 
have proved to be a success. 
~ “Even though the winter program is still going on, | 
can say that it was definitely a success. We're almost 
running short on facilities due to the high number of 
Participants,’’ Kunasek noted. 

With spring just around the corner, the veteran direc- 
tor anticipates a full slate of activities to keep the local 
athletes happy. These include youth baseball and soc- 
cer, organized by the AAA and Agawam Soccer 
Association, respectively. 

Also, the very competitive and popular Parks and 
Rec. adult softball leagues will begin in late spring and 
continue through the end of the summer. The men’s 
league alone sports 32 teams. 

Parks and Rec offered a revised summer day camp 
for town children and for the first time, offered 
transportation to and from the main playground, 
Shea's Field. In previous years neighborhood parks 
were utilized by the Parks Dept. 

Arts and crafts, swimming, tennis instruction, and 
field trips were a few of the activities available to the 
kids last summer. The day camp is expected to again 
provide over 200 kids each day with a meaningful, dai- 
ly schedule. ;

Skunks: Scents Of Spring 


There’s more to spring than the sweet scents of early 
wildflowers. In fact, the odors of spring can be 
downright disgusting. Think of the “fragrance” of 
skunk cabbage wafting over the swamps or “eau de 
skunk” perfuming the highways. Though they share 
the same name, one uses its stink as a repellent and 
the other, as an enticement. 

It’s mating season for skunks. They are out in force, 
looking for this year’s spouse. If they are interrupted or 
challenged in this search, they will first turn backside 
to the problem. They stamp their front feet and growl a 
warning before arching that ominous tail over their 
backs. 

If the “problem” hasn’t solved itself out of range by 
this time, the skunk lets go with a’ double-barreled 
salvo of musk from beneath its tail. 

This usually solves the problem for the skunk, except 
when that problem was an oncoming car. For a skunk, 
turning tail means revenge, not retreat. It simply never

Folk remedies for skunk spray abound, including 
tomato juice baths, cedar smoke saunas, or a soaking 





in vinegar. The skunk’s chemical weapon has no 
known neutralizer. Repeated, vigorous washings may 
be the best solution. : 

Unlike a skunk’s stench, the stink of a skunk cab- 
bage in bloom is designed to attract. Spring 
wildflowers bloom with light scents and pale petals to 
entice a passing insect to land. These bees or bugs 
then pollinate the flowers, and new seeds begin to 
grow. 

The skunk cabbage doesn’t mess around with such 
subtleties. Like the others, it needs to be crawling with 
bugs at a crucial time to perpetuate the species. What 
better way to draw flies that with a good, old fashioned 
stink? That way it can dispense with those frivolously 
colored petals altogether and bloom almost incognito 
in the mud of swamps. 

Enjoy the fresh soft breezes of the season. Sniff the 
Posies and savor the fertile smell of damp earth but be 
careful about nosing around in swamps or causing pro- 
blems for skunks. In some ways, spring really stinks!
